Mystery  surrounds  the  history  of 
Mozart’s  “Requim”  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  Oratorio  Choir  and 
the  Utah  Valley  Symphony  Wednes- 
day and  Thursday  of  this  week. 

In  1791,  which  was  to  be  Mozart’s 
year,  he  was  approached  by  a gen- 
tleman who  asked  him  to  compose 
a grand  requiem.  The  stranger 
was,  unknown  to  Mozart,  a servant 
of  Count  Walsegg,  a nobleman  who 
fancied  himself  to  be  a composer 
because  he  could  afford  to  hire 
actual  artists  to  ghost  write  for 
him.  Mozart  needed  the  money  and 
agreed  to  do  the  work,  although  he 
never  knew  who  his  client  was. 

PREMONITION 

The  “Requiem”  was  started  in 
September  and  after  only  two  or 
three  weeks  of  work,  Mozart  be- 
gan to  have  the  premonition  that 
the  “Requiem”  was  for  his  death’ 
commemoration. 

Mozart  “abruptly  put  aside  the 
score  and  broke  into  bitter  weeping 
on  the  afternoon  of  Dec.  4th. 

That  evening,  his  strength  ebbing 
by  the  minute,  he  was  found  in 
anxious  consulation  with  his  assist-

"DOUBLE  SATISFACTION' 

Sen.  Eugene  J.  McCarthy  who 
preceded  Kennedy  into  the  race 
to  wrest  away  the  nomination,  said 
he  got  “double  satisfaction”  from 
the  announcement.  He  explained  to 
reporters  in  Milwaukee  that  it  not 
only  removed  his  chief  obstacle  in 
the  campaign,  it  indicated  grow- 
ing support  for  his  criticism  of 
Vietnam  policy. 

'ACT  OF  PATRIOT' 

Sen.  J.  William  Fulbright,  D- 
Ark.,  one  of  the  leading  doves  on 
Vietnam,  called  the  decision  "an 
act  of  a very  great  patriot.” 

Another  critic  of  the  war.  Sen. 
Edward  M,  Kennedy,  D.  Mass., 
said:  "I  wired  the  President  ex- 
pressing my  respect  for  his  cour- 
age and  recognition  of  the  person- 
al price  he  was  willing  to  pay  for 
peace.” 

Nixon,  seeking  the  Republican 
presidential  nod,  said  in  New  York 


he  thought  Humphrey  “or  someone 
espousing  the  Johnson  philosophy” 
might  be  the  GOP  opponent  in 
November. 

On  the  Utah  scene  comments 
varied  greatly,  even  among  mem- 
bers of  the  same  political  party.

The  governor,  a staunch  Johnson 
supporter,  said  he  was  “taken  a- 
back  by  the  president’s  decision.” 
Rampton  said  he  would  not  know 
what  the  decision  would  mean  to 
the  party  until  he  had  time  to  re- 
flect on  the  president's  action. 

CONTINUE  REORGANIZATION 

A.  Wally  Sandack,  state  Demo- 
cratic chairman,  said,  “I  was 
rather  shocked  by  the  announce- 
ment, however,  I still  see  the  need 
to  continue  with  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  party.” 

Sandack  said  he  would  not  an- 
nounce his  own  position  on  the 
Democratic  candidates  until  the 
state  party  convention  in  July. 
Sandack’s  wife  is  a member  of 
the  Robert  Kennedy  campaign  or- 
ganization in  Utah. 

Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah, 
said  he  wouldn’t  be  surprised  if 
the  announcement  resulted  in  addi- 
tional presidential  candidates  from 
both  parties. 

LONDON 

LONDON— Prime  Minister  Harold 


Wilson’s  government  hailed  the 
bombing  halt  as  a "further  op- 
portunity of  achieving  a just  and 
honorable  peace.”

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Dr.  Donaldson  Gives  Prize -Winning  Biology  Lectu

Microbiology  came  to  the  lay- 
man in  the  Annual  Faculty  Lec- 
ture delivered  by  Dr.  David  M. 
Donaldson  of  BYU  Bacteriology 
Department  Wednesday. 

The  lecture,  representing  the 
highest  honor  bestowed  on  a fac- 
ulty member  by  his  colleagues  for 
his  scholarly  and  teaching  con- 
tributions, was  demonstrated  with 
slides,  including  pictures  taken 
with  the  electron  microscope  and 
punctuated  with  Dr.  Donaldson’s

easy  humor.  It  sparked  a lively 
question-answer  period. 

Dr.  Donaldson  will  present  this 
lecture  on  KBYU-TV  Channel  11  at 
8 p.m.  Friday. 

He  explained  that  there  are  four 
general  types  of  reactions  to  for- 
eign materials:  reaction  of  the 
body  when  recovery  from  infection, 
rejection  of  the  foreign  material 
if  it  is  tissue  from  another  ani- 
mal (this  reaction  causes  the  re- 
jection of  organ  transplants  but 
is  helpful  in  “tumor  immunity”), 
the  development  of  hypersensiti- 
vity or  allergies,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  “auto-immunue  diseases 
where,  for  some  reason,  the  body 
fails  to  recognize  its  own  tissues 
as  ‘self’  and  you  tend  to  get  a re- 
jection phenomena.” 

ANTIBODIES 

When  the  foreign  materials  gets 
inside  the  body,  it  causes  anti- 
bodies to  form.  A newborn  animal 
does  not  form  antibodies  against 
foreign  material,  but  it  is  pro- 
tected by  its  mother’s  antibodies 
for  about  six  months  after  birth. 
Dr.  Donaldson  commented  that 
this  tolerance  is  “one  of  the  rea- 
sons we  don’t  form  antigens 
against  our  own  tissues”  and  cited 
the  example  of  a frog  who  re- 
jected a transplant  of  its  own  tis- 
sues taken  from  it  as  a tadpole. 

In  organ  transplants,  the  “physi- 
cian actually  tries  to  include  to- 
lerance in  the  patient  by  destroy- 
ing the  antibody-forming  cells,” 


he  explained.  Unfortunately  this 
lowers  general  resistance  to  micro- 
organisms and  “infection  is  a com- 
mon post-operation  result.” 

DESTROY  CELLS 
Usually  phagocyte  cells  in  the 
body  will  “pick  up  particulate  mat- 
ter and  destroy  it.”  These  cells, 
found  in  the  spleen,  bone  marrow, 
liver,  blood  and  lymph  nodes,  can 
reduce  one  million  micro-organ- 
isms injected  into  a rabbit’s  blood 
stream  to  less  than  1,000  in  15 
minutes. 

The  phagocyte  will  “engulf”  the 
foreign  matter  as  well  as  releas- 


ing enzymes  that  kill  bacteria. 

Dr.  Donaldson  also  explained  the 
composition  and  activity  of  beta- 
lysin,  a small  protein  originating 
in  blood  platelets  that  has  been 
purified  37,000-fold  in  his  labora- 
tory from  raw  serum.  Research 
done  on  the  substance  before  had 
only  purified  it  two  or  three  times. 

When  beta-lysin  goes  up  in  the 
blood-stream  in  the  presence  of 
foreign  particles,  the  number  of 
platelets  goes  down  to  about  one- 
third  of  their  previous  quantity  of 
beta-lysin.  Dr.  Donaldson  there- 
fore postulates  that  the  platelets
